Storage costs of the 
overnment owned food surpluses 
xceed $500,000 per day. 
The 
danger of sjjoilage and deteriora­ 
tion is high. 


The bill which I have Intro­ 
duced offers a program to use 
these surpluses constructively to 
the benefit of the United States 
directly and to the farmer who is 
faced With further decline in farm 
income. 
The sale of farm prod­ 
ucts for foreign currencies will 
greatly Increase export markets. 
The normal sale of farm commodi­ 
ties to foreign countries would be 
paid for In dollars. In other words, 
the normal market it protected 
and foreign currencies would only 
be acceptable for those products 
over and above normal. 
In 1951-52, United States ex- 
.wrts of farm products were val­ 
ued at 4,100,000,000. 
Exports of 
farm products have now dropped 
to a rate of slightly more than 
$2,500,000,000 a year. This condi­ 
tion has been a major factor in 
the accumulation of surpluses and 
the necessity of imposing acreage 
allotments and the decline in farm 
income. 
These conditions high 
light the need for a much greater 
emphasis on expanding the export 
market for farm products. 
There are five principal fea­ 
tures of the bill: 
1. Sale for foreign currencies, 
which simply means that we agree 
to buy from our customers with 
these currencies an amount equal 
to what they buy from us. 
2. To create and expand a con­ 
tinuous demand abroad for United 
States farm products, by increas­ 
ing the ability of our customers 
to pay, 
3. To buy strategic materials, 
such as manganese, chrome and 
tin and others in which we are 
woefully 
deficient 
for national 
stockpiles. 
4. To buy military supplies and 
services for common defense, 
5. To save taxpayers’ dollars by 
using the foreign country’s cur­ 
rency in the particular country 
where the sale is made. 
I introduced substantially the 
same program last year as an 
amendment to the foreign aid bill 
and a part of it was accepted. The 
president was given the authority 
to use farm surpluses up to the 
value of $150,000,000 in any way 
he saw fit. This was only a drop 
in the bucket, but has proved suc­ 
cessful. President Eisenhower has 
indicated a favorable reaction to 
this measure. 
The bill I have in­ 
troduced has been referred to the 
agriculture committee of the Con­ 
gress and it is hoped that early 
hearings will be held.

dress u p an otherwise drab door­ 
way between rooms. Ty p ical loca­ 
tions are a recreation room, a nu r­ 
sery or an enclosed p orch. 
A p attern for this imp rov ement 
may be laid ou t on wrap p ing p ap er 
and then transferred with carbon 
p ap er to pieces of Masonite b* 
Temp ered Presdwood. This m ater­ 
ial becau se of its smoothness, du r­ 


ability and p aintability is widely 
u sed for v alances and similiar in­ 
stallations in homes and commerce 
Width of the pieces shou ld be ap ­ 
p rox imately twice that of the door 
framing, dep ending on indiv idu al 
taste and the size of the doorway . 
Mitered joints be tw e e n the tw o 
side p anels and the top shou ld be 
p lanned. The cu rv ed lines forming 
the ou tline may be cu t with a 
cop ing saw. 
After making certain that the 
p arts fit, by lay ing them ou t on 
the f l oor , the craftsman shou ld 
lightly bev el 
the ex p osed edges 
with a file, bev eler or sandblock 
They shou ld be fastened directly 
to the door frame with finishing 
nails. If there is a molding arou nd

D. C. Greer, fctate highway engi­ 
neer, and It Ts now av ailable for 
free distribu tion. Sev eral in Ham­ 
lin hav e already receiv ed copies. 
Incorporating many changes and 
new featu res, it Is believ ed that 
this is one (A the best trav el maps 
the highway department has pu b­ 
lished, Greer stated. For the first 
lime this y ear ty pe has been u sed 
for all names and sy mbols appeal - 
ing on the map, instead of the hand 
lettering prev iou sly u sed. 
This 
greatly improv es legibility of all 
names. 
A different size and ty pe face 
was selected for the v ariou s cate­ 
gories of names that appear on 
the map; cou nties appear in one 
ty pe, cities of similar popu lation 
density will hav e the same size 
ty pe; 
mou ntains will hav e their 
own lettering sty le, while riv ers 
will appear in still another size 
and ty pe face, Greer stated. 
In 
all, 3 3 different sty les and sizes 
of ty pe were ordered for the new 
map. 
Ov er 1,3 00 v illages, towns and 
cities are shown on the new gu ide 
Kach of these falls into one of the 
fiv e popu lation categories towns 
of less than 1,000 persons, towns 
u p to 5 ,000, those with 2 5 ,000 and 
cities with popu lations u p to 100,- 
000. After city 's popu lation passes 
this mark, Greer Raid, it is shown 
as a stippled ou tline of the city 
limits. 
Thirteen insets of Tex as’ 
largest towns showing highway 
rou tes throu gh these towns are 
continu ed in the margins of the 
-nap again this y ear. 
For the past two y ears the de­ 
partm ent has been attem pting to 
dev elop a relief base for the trav el 
map that wou ld su ceed in showing 
the contou rs of the land to better 
adv antage withou t adding to the 
ex pense of the printing, Greer said. 
This y ear a method has finally 
been dev eloped to show a tru e re­ 
lief which can he reprodu ced in 
brown, conforming to ail standard 
cartographic relief practices. 
Also to improv e the legibility 
of the map and to allow for the 
showing of more detail, the width 
of the highway bands has been re­ 
du ced in size on the 19 5 4 map. 


This is a particular adv antag e 
arou nd cities where sev eral hig h­ 
way s conv erge, Greer po inted o ut. 
He w*ent on to say that Tex as 
is so large that any atetmpt to 
map it at a scale that will acco m­ 
modate all information 
o f interest 
to tou rists w*ou ld no t be practical. 
The size of road maps 
has been 
fairly well standardized all o v er 
the United States, and any attempt 
to sq u eeze Tex as onto the same 
« ize sheet of paper req u ired by 
the av erage state mu st necessari­ 
ly prohibit the u se of mu ch inter­ 
esting information. 
All items that render serv ice to 
the trav eling pu blic are clearly 
designated, inclu ding state and na­ 
tional parks, historical

interest, roadside parks, and to ur­ 
ist information bu reau s.
